Interviews of a Decade Ago 
Again Reprinted. 


Shall the Board of Public Works Be 
Abolished and Salaries Be Paid 
Mayor and Aldermen? 


As the question of doing away with 
the board of public works by a charter 
amendment has been agitated by some, 
the expression of prominent citizens on 
this subject, published by The Times 
when the question was up before, wiil 
be of value. It is here reproduced: 

Ex-Mayor Beakes: “If the present 
council undertakes to do away witn the 
poard of public works they will find 
things so hot that they cannot get the 
charter amended at all. When the 
charter was amended the intention was 
to make the board non-partisan and 
take the appointment of street commis- 
sioner entirely away from the caprices 
of the council. Why, sir, if such an 
amendment is offered to the legislature 
you will see a large committee of citi- 
zens go to Lansing to fight it. The city 
is now getting a dollar’s worth of work 
for each dollar expended.” 

James Kearns, supervisor: Third 
ward: “I am opposed to any change in 
the city charter in reference to the 
board of public works. I favor retain- 
ing the board.” : 

Col. H. S. Dean, of Dean & Co: “I 
think it is of vital importance to have 
one man direct work, and not one man 
dig up and another fill in. I favor rc- 
taining the board.” - 

Prof. Pettee: I do not know if our 
city is large enough for a board of pub- 
lic works. In small places. the old sys- 
tem works the best and is most conve- 
nient. I think as a whole, in five years 
our present system will show better re- 
sults. The division of the wards being 
arbitrary, there are many conflicting 
interests, which are better managed un- 
der one head.” 

Postmaster Beal: “I think the hosed 
of public works has done well, and I do 


“not see what we can gain by a change.” 


Louis J. Lisemer, publisher of Die 
Washtenaw Post: “I favor the board of 
public works, and think we _ should 
make no change.” 

Frederick Schmid, ef the firm of 
Mack & Schmid: “I favor the board of 
public works. I think the board works 
very well, and I favor the stew sys- 
tem.” 

Christian Mack, of the firm of Mack 
& Schmid: “I don’t know what ıs best. 
I think the common council could do 
as well as the board of public works 1s 
doing. I can’t see where they spend the 
money in the First ward. In the Sec- 
ond ward you can see improvements. I 
am no kicker, although gne of the 
heaviest taxpayers, and I am satisfied 
with what is done.” 

John YV. Sheehan: ‘I favor the board 
of public works. I do not believe in go- 
ing back to the old system. The board 
cannot do everything at once. I be- 
lieve in paying salaries, but leave us 
the board of public works.” 

D, Cramer, attorney at law: “I think 
the ‘board of public works should be 
done away with. They are a nuisance. 
I do not believe in salaries for mayor 
and aldermen. We will not get better 
officers.”’ 

Benjamin Watts: “It would be a 
backward stroke to abolish the board 
of public works. There never was so 
much work done in the city before. 
Where there is so much work to be done 


there must be some head. We ought to] 


pay salaries of $100 to the mayor and 
aldermen. They do in all cities.” 

George Rhodes: ‘‘No, don’t do away 
with the board of public works. While 
I do not agree with everything the 
board does, I do not favor going hack 
to the old system. Better discharge the 
council. "The board has no axes to 
grind.”’ i 

Ex-Alderman G. Frank Allmendinger: 
“I am opposed to doing away with the 
board of public works. Now our work 
is done under a system, formerly we 
kad none.” 

Ex-Mayor Christian Eberbach: “ʻI 
thoroughly believe in the board of pub- 
lic works. Just look at the amount of 
work our present board has done, and 
with the little money at its disposal. I 
am opposed to going back to the old 
system. I do not approve paying the 
mayor and aldermen salaries. We can- 
not pay good men enough, and a little 
will do no good.” : 

Moses Seabolt, of the firm of Rinsey 
& Seabolt: “I don’t go a cent on chang- 


ing our charter so as to dispense with 


the board of public works. 
all through the mill

and appreciate 


know enough about the board of public 
works to pass an opinion. The street 
commissioner is a good thing. There 
the city gets value received and the 
work is well done.” 

Charles C. Clark, fruit grower: “I do 
not know what to think. If we had a 
board that would look after the real in- 
terests of the city it would be a good 
thing; but look at our streets, they 
never have been in such a bad condi- 
tion ‘before. Look where the money has 
been expended. What we need is sew- 
erage. Why, in my small native vil- 
lage of 2,500 inhabitants they have sew- 
ers. Let us bond the city.” 

L. Gruner: “We had better keep the 
board of public works, I think they 
acted very arbitrarily in ordering side- 
walks, but when you weigh the good 
with the evil, the good is ahead.” 

O. M. Martin: “I like the board of 
public works. -I do not believe in going 
back to the system of having the alder- 
men look after the street work.” 

William Wagner, of the firm of Waz- 
ner & Co.: “I havé not examined the 
charter and do not know what would be 
best, but I think there sksuid be one 
head to our city’s work.” 

Herman Hutzel, of the firm of Hutzel 
& Co., and member of the board of 
public works: “I say either give the 
board more authority or abolish it. We 
can do nothing without authority of the | 
council, and get cursed for what they 
order us to do. We are not authorized 
to spend more than twenty-five dollars 
at any one time without permission, 
anid if the people continue to blame the 
board give us power to go ahead,”

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DRUNKS 


a aa Take Up Subject 
of Their Arrest 


And It Is Found That They, At Pres- 
ent, Exceed In Numbers All Other 
‘*Criminals’? Combined. 


At the session of the board of super- 
visors ‘this morning, Deputy Sheriff 
Canfield’s bill was presented. Col. Dean, 
who is at the head of the committee 
which looks over the claims of deputy 
sheriffs, reported that the bill was not 
made out in conformity with the rules 
laid down at the October session in that 
there was no statement made who per- 
formed the services as assistants, the 
destination of the traveling was not 
mentioned and there was no affidavit 
as to its correctness. The ‘bill was re- 
ferred back for correction. 

Supervisor Bibbins reported the bill 
of Justice John L. Duffy for fees from 
October to January and amounting to 
$298.35. “We find,’’- said Mr. Bibibins, 
“that Mr, Duffy’s bill is correct in every 
| partic ular and is entitled to the amount. 
However, I have looked over the bill 
and present same figures. The ‘bill is 
made out for 108 cases and of these 63 
were for ‘drunks’ and 45 for other 
causes, The cost 'to the county for these 
cases of drunks is $170.85 while it is only 
$127.50 for cases of other nature.” By 
this it will be seen that the crime of 
drunkeness is costing Washtenaw 
County more for the punishment of the 
vice in Ann Arbor during these bleak 
winter months than all other offenses 
combined.” 

Supervisor MeCullouen presented the 
bili of Justice Joslyn of Ypsilanti for 

$20.30, fifty cents more than was 
claimed. 

“How many cases of drunks did he 
have?” asked Supervisor Case. 

“It don’t know—I dicn’t figure them 
up,” responded Mr. McCullough. 


NO FIREPROOF VAULTS. 

Then arose the question of fire proof 
vaults or safety iron casings for the 
valuable records in the register of deeds 
office an'd to the credit of every super- 
visor in the city of Ann Arbor it is to 
ibe said that they voted in favor of the 
proposition. But the townships gave 
the proposition a black eye not seem- 
ingly as interested in the safety of the 
records from destruction by fire as any- 
body in the city of Ann Ar‘dor. 

Supervisor Allmen'dinger: “I have in- 

terviewed a. number of taxpayers on 
the subject and find that without ex- 
ception they talk favorably for a vault 
for the register of deeds’ office. There 
is no mansard roof that was ever erect- 
ed that was fireproof, and we cannot 
tell what will happen if the upper part 
of the court house should catch afire. 
The result cannot be known. I do not 
want to go on record as voting against 
the protection of these records against 
fire. I simply offered a resolution lim- 
iting the expenditure 'to $2,500 in order 
to bring the matter before the board. 
Mr. Kitson, who is a builder, has made 
an amendment placing the figures at 
$1,500, and I will accept the amend- 
ment.” 
Supervisor Kitson: “I find out frown a 
practical mason that the cost of the 
masonry work for the vault will be $600 
or $700, which will leave about $900 for 
the inside iron work. If we put this 
vault in we will save a great deal of in- 
surance.’”’ 

Supervisor Dean: “If it is a question 
f the safety of the books in the register 
of deeds’ office $1,500 is a mere baga- 
telle, It would cost the county $200,000 
to replace them.” 

Supervisor Bibbins: “It seems that as 
the building has been represented to us 
that it almost safe. If the building 
kurns there is not more than one chance 
in one thousand of our losing the rec» 
ords. They could be carried out to a 
place of safety. But to satisfy that 
chance we can utilize some of the 
rooms we already have without going 
to the expense of putting in a vault. 
We can utilize the copying room of the 
register’s office, and it could be fixed 
up at an expenditure of from $600 tò 
$8C0. I cannot vote to spend $1,500 for 
a vault as I see the situation.” 
The vote was then taken on an ap- 
propriation of $1,500 and, as has been 
Stated, all the Ann Arbor supervisors 
voted yes. It was lost by a vote of 9 to 
15, those wishing tc go down on record 
as voting against the proposition being 
Supervisors Bibbins, Walter, Clark; 
Detling, Beach, Seyler, Howlett, Don- 
negan, Case, Van Sickle, Fowler, Hail, 
Kinney, Hunter and McCuliough.

The dialect of Cornwall is rich and 
varied, but recent authors, with the 
exception of Mr. Quiiler-Couch, have 
not pressed it into the service of litera- 
turs; and even he has administered it 
in gently moderated doses to the un- 
prepared public, which might not have 
accepted it at full strength. 

There are some quaint terms com- 
mon in Cornwall which have a pleas- 
ing savor of their own. The phrase 
“my deear’—prolonged to two sylla- 
bles—is not, for instance, any indica- 
tion of especial affection; it is a com- 
mon form of address, to either man or 
woman. So alse, though with rather 
more discrimination in its use, is “My 
deear life.” — 

A young child ig mentioned in terms 
of endearment as “my ’ansome,” or 
“tender deear,” or even “tender 
worm.” “Son” and “sonny” are used 
without the least relation to the age 
or sex of the person addressed. A 
son may sometimes be heard eee 
to his own father as “my son,” or a 
husband calling his wife “sonny!” 

“Young” means simply unmarried. 
A bachelor of eighty is “a young man.’ 
Of a bride still in her teens it was said 


‘that she was “a pretty lot better-look- 


ing than when she was young!” An 
old person is not simply old; he is- 
“old ancient.” Several New England 
localisms are found in Cornish speech; 
as “cricket” for a small stool, “chores” 
for household jobs, and “dowdy” for

Count Rocco Dianovitch, a rich Po- 
lander, has adopted a very queer bus- 
iness. For thirty-four of the forty- 
seven years of his life he has lived in 
gaols for the purpose of gathering in- 


! formation for a book he is anxious to 


write on the subject. At 13 he left 
home and went into Prussia, where he 
was arrested for trespassing and sent 
to prison for three months, working at 
chair-making. From that time to this 
he has never been free from his desire 
to continue his prison explorations. 
From 13 until he was 20 he was in and 
out of more than twenty prisons in 
Belgium, Prussia, Poland and Russia. 
His first experience in gaol life in Eng- 
land was in Liverpool, which was one 
of the worst he was ever in, filled with 
drunken and riotous sailors from all 
over the world. He stayed there six 
days, when he paid his fine and got 


| out; the first time he failed to serve his 


sentence. Then he went to Ireland, 
France, Spain, Italy, Australia; next 
to India and Japan, and then to Amer- 


| ica, where he remained for two years, 


spending most of his time in gaols and 
houses of correction. The count con- 
siders American gaols the most pleas- 
ant in his experience.

James Kearns, supervisor: Third 
“T am opposed to any change in 
the city charter in reference to the 
board of public works. I favor retain- 
ing the board.” 

Col. H. S. Dean, of Dean & Co,: “I 
think it is of vital importance to have 
one man direct work, and not one man 
dig up and another fill in. I favor rc- 
taining the board.” 

Prof. Pettee: I do not know if our 
city is large enough for a board of pub- 
lic works. In small places the old sys- 
tem works the best and is most conve- 
nient. I think as a whole, in five years 
our present system will show better re- 
sults. The division of the wards being 
arbitrary, there are many conflicting 
interests, which are better managed un- 
der one head.” 

Postmiaster Beal: “I think the board 
of public works has done well, and I do 


“not see what we can gain by a change.” 


Louis J. Lisemer, publisher of Die 
Washtenailw Post: “I favor the board of 
public works, and think we should 
make no change.” 

Frederick Schmid, of the firm of 
Mack & Schmid: “I favor the board of 
public works. I think the board works 
very well, and I favor the present sys- 
tem.” 

Christian Mack, of the firm of Mack 
& Schmid: “I don’t know what ıs best. 
I think the common council could do 
as well as the board of public works 1s 
doing. I can’t see where they spend the 
money in the First ward. In the Sec- 
ond ward you can see improvements. I 
am no kicker, although ne of the 
heaviest taxpayers, and I am satisfied 
with what is done.’’ 

John V. Sheehan: “I favor the board 
of public works. I do not believe in go- 
ing back to the old system. The board 
cannot do everything at once. I be- 
lieve in paying salaries, but leave us 
the board of public works.” 

D, Cramer, attorney at law: “I think 
the ‘board of public works should be 
done away with. They are a nuisance. 
I do not believe in salaries for mayor 
and aldermen. We will not get better 
officers.”’ 

Benjamin Watts: “It: wouid be a 
backward stroke to abolish the board 
of public works. There never was so 
much work done in the city before. 
Where there is so much work to be done 


there must be some head. We ought to | 


pay salaries of $100 to the mayor and 
aldermen. They do in all cities.” 

George Rhodes: ‘‘No, don’t do away 
with the board of public works. While 
I do not agree with everything the 
board does, I do not favor going hack 
to the old system. Better discharge the 
council. -The board has no axes to 
grind.” 

Ex-Alderman. G. Frank Allmendinger: 
“I am opposed to doing away with the 
board of public works. Now our work 
is done under a system, formerly we 
had none.” 

Ex-Mayor Christian Eberbach: ‘I 
thoroughly believe in the board of pub- 
lic works. Just look at the amount of 
work our present board has done, anä 
with the little money at its disposal. I 
am opposed to going back to the old 
system. I do not approve paying the 
mayor and aldermen salaries. We can- 
not pay good men enough, and a litile 
will do no good.” 

Moses Seabolt, of the firm of Rinsey 
& Seabolt: “I don’t go a cent on chang- 
ing our charter so as to dispense with 
the board of public works. I have been 
all through the mill and appreciate 
what cur board is doing. While there is 
some criticism as to how the work i 
divided between the wards, the present 
system is infinitely better than the old.” 

William H. McIntyre, grocer: “I don’t 
approve of the ‘board of public works. I 
think the work done in some of the 
wards would be better done by the al- 
dermen. Under the old plan there were 
men from each ward looking after the 
work, and now there are only three 
for the whole city. I am in favor of 
paying salaries. It is an outrage to ex- 
pect a man to work for nothing.” 

George Haller: ‘‘I believe in the board 
of public works.” 

Edward Duffy: “I think it will be a 
curse to the city to dispense with the 
board of public works. I will assert 
that since I have lived in the city, and 
that is for the last twenty-five years, 
no money has been so economically ex- 
pended as that of the board of public 
works. No man with a grain of com- 
mon sense could be for abolishing the 
board. I ‘believe in salaries. There is no 
reason why men should actend to the 
people’s ‘business without pay. It is a 
disgrace for the city to ask men to at- 
tend to its ‘business for nothing.”’ 

George Clarken: ‘‘No, sir, I do not 
favor a change. I believe we should 
keep up the board.

Then arose the question of fire proof 
vaults or safety iron casings for the 
valuable records in the register of deeds 
office and to the credit of every super- 
visor in the city of Ann Arbor it is to 
be said that they voted in favor of the 
proposition. But the townships gave 
the proposition a black eye not seem- 
ingly as interested in the safety of the 
records from destruction by fire as any- 
body in the city of Ann Ar‘dor. 

Supervisor Allmenidinger: “T have in- 
terviewed a number of taz “oayers on 
the subject and find that without ex- 
ception they talk favorably for a vault 
for the register of deeds’ office. There 
is no mansard roof that was ever erect- 
ed that was fireproof, and we cannot 
tell what will happen if the upper part 
of the court house should catch afire. 
ae result cannot be known. I do not 

want to go on record as voting against 
the protection of these records against 
fire. I simply offered a resolution lim- 
iting the expenditure ‘to $2,500 in order 
to bring the matter before the board. 
Mr. Kitson, who is a builder, has made 
an amendment placing the figures at 
$1,500, and I will accept the amend- 
ment.’’ 

Supervisor Kitson: “I find out from a 
practical mason that the cost of the 
masonry work for the vault will be $600 
or $700, which will leave about $900 for 
the inside iron work. If we put this 
vault in we will save a great deal of in- 
surance.” 

Supervisor Dean: “If it is a question 
of the safety of the books in the register 
of deeds’ office $1,500 is a mere baga- 
telle, It would cost the county $200,000 
to replace them.” 3 

Supervisor Bibbins: ‘‘It seems that us 
the building has been represented to us 
that it almost safe. If the building 
kurns there is not more than one chance 
in one thousand of our losing the rec- 
ords. ‘They could be carried out to a 
place of safety. But to satisfy that 
chance we can utilize some of the 
rooms we already have without going 
to ‘the expense of putting in a vault. 
We can utilize the copying room of the 
register’s office, and it could be fixed 
up at an expenditure of from $600 to 
$800. I cannot vote to spend $1,500 for 
a vault as I see the situation.” | 

The vote was then taken on an ap- 
propriation of $1,500 and, as has been 
stated, all the Ann Arbor supervisors 
voted yes. It was lost by a vote of 9 to 
15, those wishing tc go down on record 
as voting against the proposition being 
Supervisors Bibbin’ss, Walter, Clark; 
Detling, Beach, Seyler, Howlett, Don- 
negan, Case, Van Sickle, Fowler, Hall, 
Kinney, Hunter and McCuliough. 

Supervisor Millard then movcd that 
$750 be appropriated to fix up the copy- 
ing room, 

Supervisor Boyle: “Unless we car get 
a decent appropriation we had better 
not have any.’’

A Good Judge of Gaols. 

Count Rocco Dianovitch, a rich Po- 
lander, has adopted a very queer bus- 
iness. For thirty-four of the forty- 
seven years of his life he has lived in 
gaols for the purpose of gathering in- 
formation for a book he is anxious to 
write on the subject. At 13 he left 
home and went into Prussia, where he 
was arrested for trespassing and sent 
to prison for three months, working at 
chair-making. From that time to this 
he has never been free from his desire 
to continue his prison explorations. 
From 13 until he was 20 he was in and 


out of more than twenty prisons in’ 


Belgium, Prussia, Poland and Russia. 
His first experience in gaol life in Eng- 
land was in Liverpool, which was one 
of the worst he was ever in, filled with 
drunken and riotous sailors from all 
over the world. He stayed there six 
days, when he paid his fine and got 
out; the first time he failed to serve his 
sentence. Then he went to Ireland, 
France, Spain, Italy, Australia; next 
to India and Japan, and then to Amer- 
ica, where he remained for two years, 
spending most of his time in gaols and 
houses of correction. The count con- 
siders American gaols the most pleas- 
ant in his experience.

ATTEND THE MEETING. 


Those interested in the proposed 
changes in the city charter are very 
anxious that a fair percentage of the 


meeting called for Thursday evening, 
January 12th. The proposed amend- 
ments will be submitted in detail for 
approval or rejection, and every oppor- 
tunity and encouragement for a fair 
and unpartisan discussion will be given. 
To bring the matter once more before 
Times readers, the changes, as given 
in the circular issued by the committee, 

are reproduced below. They are, by 
sections: 

Section 8 and . 20.—To comply with 
state laws as to opening and closing of 
polls and residence of electors. 

Section 27.—Change commissioners of 
public works to five members, with ab- 
solute power to spend up to $200 for ın- 
ceidentals. Mayor to appoint commis- 
sioners of police, fire and streets, One 
from each ward. 

Section 45.—Clerk to ‘be clerk of coun- 
cil and commissioners. 3 

Section 55.—Marshal and patrolmen to 
be subject to commissioners of police, 
fire and streets. 

Section 62.—Commissioners of police, 
fire and streets (under order of council) 
to have charge of sidewalks, culverts, 
bridges, streets and alleys; to appoint 
a street commissioner, who is to be sub- 
ject to their orders; to have control of 
fire department, make all apointmenis, 
and power to expend $200 on their own 
motion, to appoint and control the mar- 
shal and other police force. General 
powers and duties as prescribed by or- 
dinanee. 

Section 79.—Change salary of clerk to 
$900 and street commissioner to $600 
maximum. 

Section 212.—Assessments for improv- 
ing, other than paving, divided into five 
payments, and for paving into 10 pay- 
ments, 5 per cent interest on deferred 
payments. 

Section 143.—Issue of bonds, limited, 
as follows: Bridges, 5 per cent; fire de- 
partment, 5 per cent; paving, 2 per ceut 
of valuation, and for sewers not to ex- 
cee'd $20,000.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Cork dust and like material used in 
-he manufacture of linoleums is being 
replaced by powdered mica, the ma- 
terial being also used to form panels, 
tiles and mosaics. 

A newly designed incandescent gas

An Englishman has designed an au- 
tomatic pump for inflating pneumatic 
tires, the piston running threugh a 
central hole in the valve and connect- 
ing with a hinged shoe inside the tire 
to force the piston to reciprocate in a 
pump attached to the inner surface of 
the rim. 

Windows can -be easily cleaned on 
the outside by a new apparatus in 
which a frame is attached to the sill 
to support a vertical post on which is 
a sliding member earrying revolving 
brushes, which are turned by a system 
of belts running to a wheel at the bot- 
tom of the frame, 

Odors from furnace smoke and 
chemicals are prevented from tainting 
the air by the use of a new device con- 
sisting of a chamber partly filled with 
water, with an entrance above the 
level of the water for the smoke, 
which is passed through the water by 
a pocketed wheel revolving inside the 
chamber.

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WHAT THE LAW DECIDES. 
The maturity of either debt or claim 
at the time of an assignment for cred- 
itors by one of the parties ia held, in re 
Hatch (N. Y.), 40 L. R. A. 664, suf- 

cient to give & right set off in equity. 
An action by a divorced wife against 
her former husband for the mainten- 
ance of a minor child is upheld in Gib- 
son vs. Gibson (Wash.), 40 L. R. A. 587, 
when the father is found unfit to have 
the custody of the child, and it has 


! been awarded to her. 


Recovery for injuries occasioned by 
fright, as to which the authorities are 
conflicting, was recently allowed in 
Mack vs. South Bound Railroad Com- 
pany (S. C.), 40 L. R. A. 679, although 
there was no physical injury sustained 
except that caused by the fright. 

Liability of a shipper of lumber for 
injury to a railroad brakemen by neg- 
ligent loading of the lumber on a car 
is denied in Fowles vs. Briggs (Mich.), 
40 L. R. A. 528, where the accident 
happened after it had become the duty 
of the carrier to have the car inspected. 

A contract between equal owners of 
all but two shares of the stock of a 
corporation, each of whom controls 
one of those shares, by which they 
assume to divide and dispose of the 
property of the corporation, is held, 
in Sellers vs. Greer (Ill.), 40 L. R. A. 
589, to be ineffectual to bind the cor- 
poration. 

The failure of a sheriff to resist a 
mob that teies a prisoner from the 
jail, if due to his belief that he could 
not cope with the mob, is held in State, 
Cocking vs. Wade (Md.), 40 L. R. A. 
628, insuffici.nt to make him liable in 
@ civil action, and the sheriff’s malici- 
ous act in aiding the mob is held to 
ereate no liability on his bond. 

For personal injury caused by the 
explosion of a cannon cracker on 4 
eity street on the Fourth of July, in 
violation of an ordinance, when per- 
sons assembled there are exploding 
firecrackers without any common pur- 
pose to injure any one, it is held, in 
Aron vs. Wausau (Wis.), 40 L. R. A. 
733, that no recovery can be had from 
the city under a statute creating a lia- 
bility for injury done by a mob of 
riot. 

The rule which makes a public offi- 
eer an insurer of the safety of the 
public funds under his control is heid, 
in State vs. Gramm (Wyo.), 40 L. R. 
A. 690, to be based, not on the mere 
fact that he is a public officer intrusted 
with such funds, but upon the princi- 
pal that his bond, either alone or in 
connection with the statutes, has made 
him an insurer, and he cannot be so 
held unless it is by virtue of such a 
contract. 

The property rights in dogs are sus- 
tained in Graham vs. Smith (Ga.), 40 
L. R. A. 503, by holding that the owner 
of a dog can Maintain trover for its 
recovery in case of its wrongful con- 
version. That a dog may be subject of 
larceny is also decided in Hamby vs. 
Samson (Iowa), 40 L. R. A. 508, under 
a statute making it a crime to steal 
“chattels.” With these cases is an ex- 
tensive review of the authorities on 
the subject of property rights in dogs.

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SCIENTIFIC JOTTINGS. 


On the subject of physics many peo 
: ple will learn for the first time from 

Mr. Wallace, who has just published a 
book, that metals mix as well as liq- 
uids. A cue of lead placed upon one 
of gold, the surfaces being smooth, 
both being left without other pressure 
and in an ordinary temperature, will 
be permeated by a minute quantity 
of the gold, which can easily be de- 
tected in it after the space of about 
one month. 

An interesting experiment has just 
been started on the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington & Baltimore railroad in order 
to find out which is the best wood for 
jelegraph poles. Some forty-two have 
been set up in order to test the life cf 
the various woods employed. There 
are six chestnut poles, creosoted; six 
pine poles, creosoted; six chestnut 
poles, woodiline; six set in broken 
rock, six in clap, six in the ordinary 
manner and six to have a hole bored 
near the ground so that they can be 
saturated with oil. 

It is probable that sugar will soon 
form a part of the regular rations of 
the German soldier. Experiments, in 
which some were subjected to the Su- 
gar diet and others received the ordi- 
nary rations, showed that the weight 
of the sugar men increased during the 
maneuvers more than that of the men 
on the ordinary rations. It was proved 
that during long marches the feelings 
of hunger could be kept down for a 
long time by the use of sugar; that the 
sugar people suffered less from thirst 
than the others and that a few pieves 
of sugar sufficed to still thirst for a 
consiuerable time. It was also ob- 
served that symtoms of exhaustion Or 
of sunstroke were quickly overcome by 
a small ration of sugar. 

Cavaliere Cerboni of Rome has just 
written a brochure on Italian emigra- 
tion, in which some remarkable figures 
are given concerning the increase of 
the Italian population in Argentiaa. 
The entire inhabitants of the South 
American republic number, according 
to the most recent census, 4,045,000; of 
these over 1,000,000 are said to be of 
Italian birth or parentage. Of the 
$00,000 inhabitants of Buenos Ayres 
one-third are Italians and to that na- 
tionality belong nearly half of the 15,- 
000 shops or commercial houses in that 
flourishing city, controlling more than 
750,000,000 lire out of the 3,000,000 lire 
of capital in use. Seven-tenths of the 
$,000 factories and workshops estab- 
lished in the capital are the property 
of Italians, who also own over 100,000,- 
000 lire of the deposits in the principal 
bank. Italy’s trade with the River 
Plate rose from 21,000,000 lire in 1885 
to 56,000,000 lire in 1897, the latter fig- 
ure equaling that of France. Some 
935,300 Italians landed at Buenos 
Ayres alone between 1857 and 1897.

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RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Cork dust and like material used in 
she manufacture of linoleums is being 
replaced by powdered mica, the ma- 
terial being also used to form panels, 
tiles and mosaics. 

A newly designed incandescent gas 
burner has a double sheet of incan- 
descent material suspended from a 
vertical wire over the top of the burn- 
er, the flame being flat and striking 
against both sides of the mantle as it 
leaves the burner. :

A Frenchman has patented a new 
driving gear for bicycles, in which the 
chain, instead of running over the 
ordinary sprocket wheels, is connected 
to two small wheels mounted on the 
frame, the teeth of the sprocket wheels 
meshing in the outside of the chain. 

An Englishman has designed an au- 
tomatic pump for inflating pneumatic 
tires, the piston running through a 
central hole in the valve and connect- 
ing with a hinged shoe inside the tire 
to force the piston to reciprocate in a 
pump attached to the inner surface of 
the rim. ; 

Windows can -be easily cleaned on 
the outside by a new apparatus in 
which a frame is attached to the sill 
to support a vertical post on which is 
a sliding member carrying revolving 
brushes, which are turned by a system 
of belts running to a wheel at the bot- 
tom of the frame, 

Odors from furnace smoke and 
chemicals are prevented from tainting 
the air by the use of a new device con- 
sisting of a chamber partly filled with 
water, with an entrance above the 
level of the water for the smoke, 
which is passed through the water by 
a pocketed wheel revolving inside the 
chamber.

589, to be ineffectual to bind the cor- 
poration. 

The failure of a sheriff to resist a 
mob that teres a prisoner from the 
jail, if due to his belief that he could 
not cope with the mob, is held in State, 
Cocking vs. Wade (Md.), 40 L. R. A. 
628, insuffici.nt to make him liable in 
& civil action, and the sheriff’s malici- 
ous act in aiding the mob is held to 
ereate no liability on his bond. 

For personal injury caused by the 
explosion of a cannon cracker on a 
eity street on the Fourth of July, in 
violation of an ordinance, when per- 
sons assembled there are exploding 
firecrackers without any common pur- 
pose to injure any one, it is held, in 
‘Aron vs. Wausau (Wis.), 40 L. R. A. 
733, that no recovery can be had from 
the city under a statute creating a lia- 
bility for injury done by a mob or 
riot. 

The rule which makes a public offi- 
eer an insurer of the safety of the 
public funds under his control is heid, 
in State vs. Gramm (Wyo.), 40 L. R. 
A. 690, to be based, not on the mere 
fact that he is a public officer intrusted 
with such funds, but upon the princi- 
pal that his bond, either alone or in 
connection with the statutes, has made 
him an insurer, and he cannot be so 
held unless it is by virtue of such a 
contract. 

The property rights in dogs are sus- 
tained in Graham vs. Smith (Ga.), 40 
L. R. A. 503, by holding that the owner 
of a dog can maintain trover for its 
recovery in case of its wrongful con- 
version. That a dog may be subject of 
larceny is also decided in Hamby vs.

Samson (Iowa), 40 L. R. A. 508, under | 


a statute making it a crime to steal 
“chattels.” With these cases is an ex- 
tensive review of the authorities on 
the subject of property rights in dogs.

It is probable that sugar will sooa 
form a part of the regular rations of 
the German soldier. Experiments, in 
which some were subjected to the Siu- 
gar diet and others received the ordi- 
nary rations, showed that the weight 
of the sugar men increased during the 
maneuvers more than that of the men 
on the ordinary rations. It was proved 
that during long marches the feelings 
of hunger could be kept down for a 
long time by the use of sugar; that the 
sugar people suffered less from thirst 
than the others and that a few pieves 
of sugar sufficed to still thirst for a 
consiuerable time. It was also ob- 
served that symtoms of exhaustion Or 
of sunstroke were quickly overcome by 
a small ration of sugar. 

Cavaliere Cerboni of Rome has just 
written a brochure on Italian emigra- 
tion, in which some remarkable figures 
are given concerning the increase of 
the Italian population in Argentiaa. 
The entire inhabitants of the South 
American republic number, according 
to the most recent census, 4,045,000; of 
these over 1,000,000 are said to be of 
Italian birth or parentage. Of the 
$00,000 inhabitants of Buenos Ayres 
one-third are Italians and to that na- 
tionality belong nearly half of the 15,- 
000 shops or commercial houses in that 
flourishing city, controlling more than 
750,000,000 lire out of the 3,000,000 lire 
of capital in use. Seven-tenths of the 
$,000 factories and workshops estab- 
lished in the capital are the property 
of Italians, who also own over 100,000,- 
000 lire of the deposits in the principal 
bank. Italy’s trade with the River 
Plate rose from 21,000,000 lire in 1885 
to 56,000,000 lire in 1897, the latter fig- 
ure equaling that of France. Some 
935,300 Italians landed at Buenos 
Ayres alone between 1857 and 1897.
